at^ isory council. 


So far discussion has been largely 


confined to capital ships, battleships 
and battle-cruisers, regarded in all 
navies as purely offensive weapons. 
This is true particularly of the 
cruisers with long- cruising radius 
to per nit operations far from home 
waters.

FLEETS DIVIDED. 


Another aspect of the airplane ear- 


ner problem lies in the Auciiein 
policy providing for division cf her 
fleet for operations in two far sepa- 
rated seas, the Atlantic and Taclt.c, 
even if American obligations as to 
the Philippines are 
disregarded in 


the calculations. That makes neces- 
zary. American officers arrue, air- 
plane earners for use with each 
fleet. Great Britain, it is asserted, 
lias even wider responsibilities in 
all the seven seas. 


NOT SIMILAR. 


Japan, in the American view, is

operates practically for

The Sea 
of Japan, which lies between Japan

Mr. Craig said he made a discovery

CROSS EXAMINATION. 


On cross examination by Attorney 


J L. McLaughlin, Mr. Craig said th.it 
as late as May, 1921, he had seen W. 
A. Steele's special and rent accounts 
in the records of the bank, but later 
they disappeared. He also said that 
liis computations 
were made on a 


list of checks furnished him by the 
state's attorney. He admitted that 
'he did not know by what means the 
checks in question came into Mr. 
Whitfield's possession.

Japan, have always had a theoreti- 
cally desirable ratio as the stand- 
ara to work towards Our theoreti- 
cal ratio was ten tons to Japan's 
five But our navy men and our gov- 
ernment leaders have never had to 
preach this ratio up and down the 
country to political audiences," In 
order to, persuade the people to en- 
dure the la-cation.

But the Japanese leaders have had 
to preach their ratio o£ seven to ten 
up and down the country until their 
people were familiar with It, and 
that is what Is worrying them now.

In their hearts the Japanese have

ALL STOP TOGETHER. 


The American position Is that 


we are to cease compel '"on,

<ize of navy each country is entitled 
to. That would lead to endless debate 
and technicalities.

figures of 1911,

could travel only 206 years at the 
rate of sixty miles an hour without 
being: 
killed. 
These 
figures 
are 


based on government reports. 


STARTED CAMPAIGN IN 1910. 
The safety first and no accident 


campaign was started in 1910. 
In 


1911, passengers killed numbered 299 
as compared with 229 in 1920. Em- 
ployes killed in 1911 numbered 3602 
and in 1920. only 257S were killed. 


This in spite of the fact that passen- 
ger travel Increased 
about 44 per 


cent and the number

Mr. Ray was subjected to a lengthy 


quiz about many matters pertaining 
to the bank's business and the meth- 
od of handling it.

other 


things it -was revealed by him that 
Mr. Steele was not the only one who 
handled the notes and made loans, 
but that others, Including himself, 
received payments on loans and even 
made loans, when it was known be- 
yond doubt that the amount and se- 
curity were suitable. If they were 
not, they invariably were referred to 
Mr. Steele. He said It was quite cus- 
tomary for 'Whitfiold to make loans, 


WHEN THE CRASH CAME. 


Mr. Ray related interesting inci- 


dents of the day on which the bank 
closed its doors because of the de- 
falcation of 5262,000, after Mr. Steele 
had examined the daily deposit led- 
ger and then called for an adding 
machine "run off" of the footings of 
the Individual depositors. 


Ray said Mr. Whitfield left the 


bank about 10 o'clock that fore- 
noon, and he did not see him again 
until in the evening, when he saw 
Whitfieia kick a screen from a base- 
ment windo-v and crawl forth from 
the basement of the bank, his hat 
out of shape and on the side of his 
head, his hanr.s dirty and with 
"wild look." 


HAD KNIFE IN HAND. 


Whitfield, the witness said, had 


his open pocket knife in one hand 
and a brickbat in the other, an> 
walked toward the south end of the 
little pit or areaway at the side of 
the bank when he saw Ray looking 
at him from the north end. Ray 
said he saw Whitfield taken out of 
this pit and carried to his garage 
across the street. 


On cross examination, the state 


made a point of the short time it 
required to run a total of the foot- 
ings of the deposits and discover 
the amount of the discrepancy, pre- 
sumably on the theor-y that it should 
have been easily detected by the 
head of the Institution. 


CORROBORATED RAY.

who gave him another check to take 
,ip thf> other. This check, he said, 
he cashed at the Bible Grove bank. 


It Is the defendant's

"Carrying out our program of im-

right of way for the channel would 
'H; 200 to 220 feet wide, the channel 
S5 feet wide and fourteen f«»t deep.
